The proposed amendment chang­ 
ing the method of registering voters 
and giving the legislature authority 
to classify counties, cities and towns 
for purposes of registration, so that 
registering would not he required in 
rural communities every two years 
as at present, was classed as not 
fundamental by Mr. Inman, but 
a 
“male" whieli may as well be remov­ 
ed while the operation is being per­ 
formed. 
He made the same comment in de­ 
scribing the proposed amendment on 
tile enumeration of voters every six 
Y ears, 
which changes the present 
system. 
Mr. Inman said lie regarded the 
amendment to give the governor au­ 
thority to veto items iii an appro­ 
priation 
bill 
without 
vetoing the 
whole hill, as very important, 
be­ 
cause there 
were 
instances where 
vicious legislation had gone through 
because of the provision of the law 
providing for the 
vetoing 
of 
the 
whole appropriation bill or none of 
it. Thirty-seven states in the union 
have such law as is proposed in the 
amendment, the speaker said. 
Tfye ne>t three amendments, 
a<*- 
cording to Mr. Inman, are not fund­ 
amental, 
hut 
should 
he 
adooted 
^ h ’le tile “operation” is being per­ 
formed. 
They seek to standardize 
*he terms of state and county offices. 
placing them all on a four vear ha- 
s;s and not permitting nnv officer 
t'eing elected to succeed himself. 
One amendment makes the forms 
of state offices four years, whereas 
f,*ree 
are 
now two Tears and the 
ethers four rears. Another makes all 
countv offices four vear terms. Now 
*he treasurer, sheriff, coroner and 
surveyor are elected for only 
two 
veers, the law not nerartting any of 
th«sp offi«Prs to serve more than four 
out of any six veers. The auditor, 
elerk and recorder are elected for 
four rears, hut it has been the rule 
in .this county for a man to hold any 
ol these offices only one term though 
*he constitution permits an incum­ 
bent in a four-vear office to serve as 
manv< as* eight years out 
of 
any 
twelve. 
The amendment changing the terms 
of'county offices would make an ex-1 
cantion of the surveyor and give the 
legislative authority to make tile of­ 
fice appointment 
if it, wan thought 
best, because the 
work is Largely 
technical and requires men of spec­ 
ial training who will not submit to 
an 
election every four years when 
they are able to find steady positions. 
Another amendment makes the of­ 
fice of prosecutor a fonf-year term 
and provides no

head is elected and int the other four­ 
teen he is appointed by the gover­ 
nor or state board of education.

colored men to be long to tin* state 
militia, the speaker said. 
Another one of the proposals is 
that the salary of any official shall 
not he raised and the term of office 
lengthened while he is in office, al­ 
though these changes may be made 
to apply when 
his 
term expires. 
Thirty-two states have such provis­ 
ions in their constitution, the speak^ 
cr said. 
Mr. Inman made no recommenda­ 
tions on the two tax amendments, he 
said, because they are subject of 
much controversy, but. he gave 
the 
argumentas which are raised for and 
against them. Thev provide for g:v- 
"ig the Jeg’slature authority to pass 
an income tax law and provide 
a 
system of taxation. 
Proponents declare that amending 
the constitution is the only war the 
taxation system can he changed so 
as to bring1 intangible property onto 
the tax duplicates and relieve 
the 
burden on tangible property, which 
now pays 85 percent of the tax, ac­ 
cording to Mr. IMman. Opponents of 
rile tax amendments contend, 
Mr. 
Inman said, that the tax law can he 
^hanged so as to bring about 
this 
veforin without amending the consti­ 
tution, their fear being that if the 
bars are thrown down, much class 
’egislation will bo enacted in passing 
a tax law.
